Opening Meeting of St. Andrew's So- 
ciety is Held—Hon. A. C, 
Rutherford tn Chair. 


The great feature of the opening 


meeting of the St. Andrew's Society 
Wednesday night was talk, by Corp 
1), MeIntosh, one of the members of 
the original Princess Patricia's Light 
Infantry, who related his experences 
at the front during the earlier stages 
of the fighting. Corporal MelIntosh, 
who spoke in an unaffected, conver- 
sutional strain, gave his hearers @ 
vivid picture, and also made them 
1calize, as perhaps they had not done 
tefore, how serious was the situation 
for the Allies early in the war. 

Corp. MeIntesh took part in both 
battles of Ypres. He assisted to pick 
up Col, Farquahar when wounded, 
and stayed with him until he passed 
away, some four hours later. He said 
that the most wonderful thing was 
the sublime courage of the’ British 
troops, and their light-hearted manner 
of going into action. Singing, they ad- 


venced to what was often certain 
death, and, wounded and lying dis- 
ebled on the field of battle, nothing 


could equal their cheertulnes and for- 
titude.

Sir Thomas quit 
when he found that he could not 
recruit even his own office staff 
Without consulting the prejudices } 
and opinions of the Government, 
construing this as an indication 
that the work of the National Ser- 
Vice system had to be carried out 
along the lines of a political sys- 
tem or not at all. Sir Thomas’ 
resignation for the cause stated 
will do the scheme as much harm 
as the appointment of so well 
qualified a man gave it prestige. 
It puts the whole project under 
suspicion of being devised with a 
view to political patronage and 
operated with due regard to pull. 
Unfortunately, the appointment of 
Mr. Bennett will do nothing to 
offset that suspicion. His av- 
ceptance of the position under the 
circumstances implies that he is 
willing to run it on partisan 


rather than national lines, and 
there is nothing in Mr, Bennett's 
record to controvert the conelu- 
sion. 
Improving The Life. 

From the Montreal Herald 

In his illuminating address to the 
Montreal Reform Club, Mr, Fisher 


touched upon one point of which we 
hear very little in this country——the 
wbsence of farm laborers’ cottages on 
the farms, He said; 

“Today it ‘s almost impossible to 
omploy a married man on the farm 
Lecause there are no cottages for his 
family, Inthe majority of cases there 
is only one family per farm, and there 
Cught to be three or four, That would 
correct to a larger extent some of (he 
difficulties of rural life, You would 
have a larger population upon a given 
area, more children to go to the 
schools and maintain them, You would 
have more women available for the 
necessary work of agricultural fife, 
You would have a larger society io 
justify further improvements in the 
secial conditions than you have now.’ 

The labor problem has been a tre 
mendous one this summer to every 
farmer in the land. Naturally, the 
war has drawn away much of the 
class to which farmers formerly look- 
ed for help in time of harvest. A little 
lean-to room with a camp bed is about 
all that any farmer can offer his heip, 
If some scheme for comfortable fam- 
ily housing could be devised, life tn 
the country in these days of telephoaes 
and automobiles would not be the 
creary, hopeless sort of thing that it is 
Lelieved to be by many who have 
pever tried it. Country life in this new 
land ought to be entering upon a new 
cra: ‘There is a huge after-the-war 
problem in this one aspect of changing 
conditions,

A House Divided 


The race question has too often 
Played an outstanding part in the 
politics of Canada, Apparently it has 
been decided by those who direct the 
affairs of the party now in power that 
it is to be brought prominently to the 
front at the next Cederal general 
elections. The race cry did yeoman 
service in 1911. As in 1911, so today, 
Bourassa in Le Devoir and on the 
plutform is attempting to inflame the 
race passions of his Frene/: speaking 
compattiots in Quebee and throughout 
Canada against Britain and every- 
thing British, hoping thoreby to 
arouse antagonism against ‘he great 
Liberal leader, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Whom he accuses of British sympu- 
thies and of supporting th» British 
cause. 

And as in i$i!, so today, Sir John 
Willison in the Toronto News, J. Ross 
Robertson in the Toronto “‘elegram, 
Sdward Beck in the Winnipes Tele- 
gram—(exponent at large anil in par- 
ticular of and for Hon. Robert Rogers) 
~-ably and enthusiastically aististed by 
divers and sundry lesser lis:its, are 
doing all they can directly by false- 
hood and indirectly by insinuation, to 
arouse active antagonism amon: st the 
English speaking people of Canada 
against the French race at large as 
being cowardly, treacherous anid dis- 
loyal, in the hope that as in 1911, 
English speaking electors will vote 
against Liberal candidates for pariia- 
ment because the Liberal leader is of 
French race and Roman Catholic 
religion. 

The serious feuture of the case is not 
whether Sir Wilfrid Laurier is return- 
ed to power. It is that the double 
barrelled campaign against British 
and the British amongst French speak- 
ing Canadians, and against everything 
French-Canadian throughout Egniish 
kpeaking Canada, cannot fail to have 
far-reaching effect on the future of 
our country no matter what party or 
Premier is in power. 

The policy of playing race against 
race in Canada was followed for many 
years. The party most capable in 
playing that game achieved the great- 
est political success. But political 
success for the party did not mean 
material success for the country. The 
boom resulting from the construction 
ot the Canadian Pacific Railway, com- 
pleted in 1886, was followed by ten 
years of ever deepening depression, 
How could it be otherwise when pub- 
lic questions were not considered on 
their merits as affecting public wel- 
fare, but as to how they would affect 
the balance of power or of patronage 
as between English and French, be- 
tween Quebec and Ontario? 

Race antagonism had reached its 
most acute stage on the Manitoba 
school question, and financial depres- 
sion had reached its greatest depth, 
when in 1896 there intervened the gen- 
oral Glécctivous that piuced in power the 
Liberal party, with Mr. now Sir. Wil- 
frid, Laurief at their head, For the 
first time in its history there was in 
power in Canada a party having an 
avowed policy of recognition of mu- 
tual rights, and of conciliation re- 
arding matters in dispute, as between 

nglish and French. For the first 
time-the people of both races united in 
securing the advancement of the coun- 
try, with the result that in the fifteen 
years during which Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was at the head of the Goy- 
ernment carrying out his policy of 
mutual respect and good-will as be- 
tween the two races, Canada achieved 
a measure of material prosperity and 
a rate of progress that it never before 
dreamed of, much less realized. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the Liberal 
party went out of power in 1911, de- 
feated by a revival of the old cry of 
race and religion, In Quebec Bourassa 
and Lavergne, financed by leading and 
“loval’ members of the Conservative 
party, campaigned against the Laurier 
bill to aid in the naval defense of the 
Empire as being an attack upon the 


lives and liberties of the French 
speaking people of Canada, While 
throughout English speaking Canada 


the same Bill was represented by the 
same “loyal’ Conservatives, or by 
men in their pay, as an evidence of 
treasonable intent on the part of the 
French leader of the Liberal party. 
The evidence of treason being further 
established by his proposals for 
reciprocal lowering of tariffs between 
Canada and the United States. BRour- 
assa was successful in sufliciently 
arousing racial antagonism in Quebec 
to capture fifteen straight Liberal 
Seats in that Province, and by casting 
Nationalist yotes for Conservative can- 
didates decreased the support given 
by Quebec to Sir Wilfrid Laurier by 
over twenty votes, on the cry that 
Laurier was too British. At the same 
time the anti-French campaign was 
sufficiently successful in the English 
speaking Province to capture about 
an equal number of seats through 
racial antagonism aroused against the 
French speaking premier 

The country has had five years of 
the Government brought together and 
placed in power on this double bar- 
relled poliey of racial antagonism, 
First steps are being taken to secure 
for that Government a renewal of 
power on like conditions. The present 
Government took office when the coun- 
try was in a condition of abounding 
prosperity along every line. Within 
the year a change set in and a little 
over two years after the Government 
togk office, and eight months before 
war was declared, hundreds of men 
were parading fhe streets of Canadian 
cities demanding work or bread; and 
the relief of economic distress became 
an important function of municipal, 
social and personal activity. Then 
came the war, At first war conditions 
caused a serious jolt to the financial 
and industrial situation. But before 
leng money began to flow into the 
Dominion for supplies and munitions 
as never before. Colossal expenditures 
have been and are being made on mili- 
tary account. The country reaped last 
year the greatest crop in its history. 
The changed conditions have abso- 
lutely relieved the labor market. And 
Set general prosperity is so far behind 
what it was five years ago that to 
make a comparison would be consid- 
ered to be knocking the country. 

But it is in the discharge of the tre- 
mendous responsibilities placed upon 
their shoulders by the outbreak of the 
war that the result of a Government 
being founded on race antagonism ‘s 
most clearly seen. The stress of cir- 
cumstances demanded prompt, united 
and decisive action, with a single eye 
to the honor of Canada and the pres- 


tige and safety of the Empire. Let 
every citizen answer for himself, 


whether the action taken by our Gov- 
ernment in military matters since the 
Outbreak of the war has met these 
conditions or been dictated by these 
requirements. It was a Government 
made up in part of men who were 
elected to oppose participation by 
Canada in Britain's wars, supported 
m power by the votes of other men 
elected on the same platform, that 
arméd-our soldiers with inefficient

rifles which failed them in the face of 
the enemy, and needlessly darkened 
thousands of Canadian homes with 
death and the shadow of death. 

On the day of the battle of Lange- 
marck in April, 1915, the safety of the 
Empire depended on Canadian volun- 
teers. The men stood true but their 
rifles did not. How may lives were 
lost on that day and how many broken 
men there are, because the weapon 
placed in their hands by the Govern- 
ment of their country failed them, 
cannot ever be known. But there were 
so many that the forces in the fleld 
were forthwith re-armed with another 
Weapon of proved efficiency. Not- 
withstanding the fact that it had been 
found necessary to re-arm the first 
Canadian division with a British rifle, 
in May, 1915, other Canadian divisions 
Jater in the fleld were armed with the 
same rifle that already had been prov- 
ed inefficient. 

Tt was not until the losses of the bat- 
tle of Langemarck in April, 1915, had 
been surpassed by the losses in the 
battle of Zillebeke in June, 1916, that 
the inefficient rifles supplied to our 
Canadian soldiers by our Canadian 
government were finally replaced by 
a weapon that could be depended 
upon in the emergency of actual war- 
fare us it is today. 

It may be that the Nationalist mem- 
bers of the Government were no more 
responsible for the Canadian troops 
being supplied with inefficient rifles 
than were their “loyalist colleagues, 
but it is fair to believe that had we 
had a Government united on the ques- 
tion of the defense of Canada and the 
Eimpire we would have had a more 
efficient direction and supervision of 
our military affairs, at least to the ex- 
tent of ensuring that our men had the 
best weapon that could be provided 
for them, 

The inefficient rifles are ‘tonly one in- 
stance, but a sufficiently terrible and 
startling instance of the results follow- 
ing ill-directed administration espe- 
cially .in war times. ‘The ill-direction 
of our_administration today is in large 
measure due to the fact.that the Gov- 
ernment is composed of elements 
elected*on distinctly antagonistic prin- 
ciples in regard to Canada's participa- 
tion in Britain’s wars. It is to be sin- 
cerely and fervently hoped for the 
sake of Canada that the dual cam- 
paign of race antugonism now being 
set on foot with a view to the next 
elections, will fail as the like campaign 
failed in 1896,

Frances Elizabeth Willard was an 
American philanthropist, reformer 
and educator, born in Churchvills, 
N.Y., in 1839. While she was still very 
young her parents moved to Wiscon- 
ein, She was graduated at the North- 
western College in 185 After teach- 
ing for several years in New York and 
lilinois, she Was chosen president of 
the Ladies’ Ccllege, Evanston, Il. 
When the institution became the wo- 
men’s college of the Northwestern 
University she was made dean and 
professor of aesthetics. She resigned 
in 1874, and inthe same year was 
chosen president of the Chicago 
t A. of. th Woman's Christian 
YVemperance Union, an organization 
then in its infancy; also became cor- 
responding secretary for the national 
crganization. In 1876 began speaking 
for woman suffrage; was temporarily 
editor of the Chicago Post and Mail 
in 1878; in 1879 was elected president 
of the W.C.T.U., and was re-ele¢ied 
each succeeding year until her death, 
in 1898; in 1987 was chosen president 
of the World Women's Christian ‘Tem- 
perance Union, from 1868 to 1871 tra-
